New York, Feb. 2.—Forty tons of 
dynam ite exploded on the Jersey wa­ 
ter front iu the middle of 6,UUU,OOO 
people and 5,000,000 things happened. 
Radiating from the North river end 
of pier No. 7 in the Jersey C entral’s 
freight term inal in Conimunipaw, the 
concussion rocked 
M anhattan from 
end to end. Jersey trem bled for many 
miles back of the m arshes. Away out 
in Uing Island people started up in 
trem bling 
buildings and 
thought it 
was an earthquake. 
Everyw here the 
rkvHcrapers vibrated and spilled win­ 
dow glass into the streets. 
In the im m ediate neighborhood of 
the explosion the destruction was so 
com plete that it was next to impos­ 
sible to determ ine the num ber of the 
killed or the precise reason a car 
load of dynam ite and a quantity stored 
In tw o lighters let go. it is probable 
that thirty men lost their lives and 
th at tweuty-flve of th ese w ere blown 
to pieces near the pier end. 


A D eafening Roar. 
Suddenly 
there cam e a roar th a t 
overwhelmed all the little noises of 
New York harbor, a crushing, terrify­ 
ing wave of sound like all of the great 
glim of ail the forts letting off in 
company. 
Then there was a slight interval of 
dead sile n c e , In which people waited 
for som ething else to happen. 
And 
the m om entary quiet was followed by 
a m ultitude of noises— the crashing 
of falling glass, the rattle and clang 
of iron girders swinging loose and 
battering the sides of piers, a squeak­ 
ing and grinding of disturbed build­ 
ings settling back into place, and the 
shrieks and t ries of hundreds of peo­ 
ple who had been injured by the rain 
of m issiles or who cried out in their 
fear. 
$ 
It was several m inutes before the 
railroad men in the term inal u n d er­ 
stood exactly what had occurred. Af- 
tei they had climbed out of the heap­ 
ed up debris, their first business was 
to care for the com m uters, who w ere 
ninning about aimlessly, with blood 
running from th e glass cuts on cheek 
and head, and for their own men who 
had been injured in th e upheaval of 
glass and iron and splinters. 
A Scene of D evastation. 
Trainm en 
looked out toward 
th e 
end of pier No. 7 and saw that 2'*) 
feet of the solid pile set pier bad 
been 
bitten off 
short, so th a t the 
splintered edges of beam s projected 
over black w ater; th at a whole car 
of dynam ite had vanished along with 
the pier end; th a t an o th er car con­ 
taining cases of dynam ite in sticks 
had been ripped to pieces, spilling dy­ 
nam ite over the debris; that two biff 
lighters, the K atherine W. and the 
W histler, that had been taking on dy­ 
nam ite for the Dupont Lie Nemours 
company, were gone, 
and that the 
ships and lighters and barges laid up 
by the piers were piled with w reck­ 
age, and 
that w herever their eyes 
traveled along the w ater front of the 
term inal there was nothing but a mass 
of w reckage T h ere was not a spark 
of fire anyw here 
AU the way up through the term inal 
from the riverside 
men were lying 
against box cars or sittin g som ew here 
in the w reckage feeling osit th eir own 
injuries. 
N ineteen out of twenty, po* 
•ibly, were bleeding frum gashes in 
the face or head caused by a shower 
of splintered glass from far on high, 
gome were bruised frofn being hurled 
against cars or throw n hoad first from 
their chairs in the pier offices or had 
been knocked down by driven planks 
Up in the train shed and waiting 
room of the glass denuded Jersey Cen­ 
tral depot theer was a wild scene of 
pandemonium. Im agine a steady rain 
of broken glass over an acre of ground 
for perhaps half a m inute, and im ag­ 
ine 30U people running for cover over 
that acre, and you will have a faint 
idea of what .took place in the depot 
Do* tors grabbed men and women 
in bunches aud gave them the an ti­ 
septic 
dabs 
and 
adhesive 
plastei 
bandages. Hut th e re w ere scores who 
were cut more deeply than others 01 
groaned from 
brokeu 
bones or lay 
weak arid helpless from the shock that 
had come upon them so amazingly. 
And so the am bulances made trip al­ 
ter trip, carrying folks to the bos 
pi tats.

nam ite car, some 0/ them, that all of 
the twenty five 
men 
had been de­ 
stroyed. 
The violence of th e explosion cloud­ 
ed 
its cause. T he men who might 
have told a straight story were dead 
and the dynam ite had taken care 01 
other evidence. Theories and stories 
passed wildly all through the yards. 
The railroad men agreed th a t there 
was a preliminary explosion either of 
a boiler or of escaped gasoline on 
board the lighter W histler or on the 
lighter 
K atherine W.—an explosion 
which instantly set off the dynam ite

in

The concussion set off fire alarm s In 
many parts of the financial district of 
New York, and the clatter of fire ap­ 
paratus and the shrill shrieks of the 
fire engine sirens added to the con 
fusion.

Newark, N. J., 
Feb. 2.—Rescuers 
succ eeded in recovering the bodies of 
ten colored men who lost their lives 
sn a caisson accident iii the Passaic 
river here 
it is .believed that there iR another 
body in -th e death trap, that of Rob­ 
ert Boyd, who is m issing. His brother 
is among the dead taken out. 
W hen the bodies were taken out 
they 
bore 
evidence of a desperate 
struggle in the cham ber on the river 
bottom The crew was at work under 
air pressure when a steel bucket fell 
from a derrick that was being oper 
ated from a scow that was anchored 
between the caisson and the Newark 
bank of the stream In Its descent th* 
bucket stru c k the caisson shell and 
crashed 
through, releasing the air 
pressure 
Immediately the w ater swept Into 
the cham ber 
when* the men 
were 
building a foundation 
for the new 
bridge 
A rush for the caisson en 
trance, a three-fcwit steel pipe through 
which tile men hail rte.-.* ended several 
hours before, followed, but only tw 
of the fourteen of the crew got out 
in safety. 


E dw ard F. M ylius Is Found G uilty of 


S landering 
B ritish 
Ruler A fter a 


Brief T rial. 


London, 
Feb. 
2.— After brief pro­ 
ceedings a special jury before Lord 
Chief Justice Alverstone cleared King 
George of im putations against his per 
sonal ch aracter by finding Edward F. 
Mvlius guilty of circulating a libel. 
Mylius was sentenced to one y e a rs 
Imprisonment. 
After sentence had bee n passed Sir 
Rufus read a letter signed by King 
George and authorizing the attorney 
general to d a te publicly 
that 
the 
w riter had never been married except 
to 
Queen 
Mary; 
had never gone 
through a cerem ony of marriage ex 
cept 
with tile queen.' and that 
he 
would have attended the proceedings 
to give evidence to this affect except 
for the advice of the law officers of 
the crown that it would be unconstitu­ 
tional for him to do so. 
Mylius was charged with distribut­ 
ing in England copies of the L ibera­ 
tor, a Paris publication, edited by Ed­ 
ward ll Jam es, and in which it was 
alleged that ills majesty, while Prince 
of Wales, had contrac ted a morganatic 
m arriage with the elder daughter of 
Admiral Sir Michael Seymour at Mal 
ta in 1890. 
The crown called the admiral as a 
witness, and he testified 
that 
the 
daughter in question, now the wife of 
Captain Napier, of the British navy, 
had uever seeu his raaje-ty until 1898, 
when the king called upon. the witness 
at Portsm outh. 
His only other daughter died 
in 
1895, and for three years preceding 
her death had been with her father at 
Malta, where be was ciuntnander-in 
chief of the M editerranean squadron 
The king had not visited Malta while 
his daughters 
were *here, and the 
younger daughter had never spoken 
to him. 
Admiral Seymour wa* followed In 
the witness box by his daughter, Mrs. 
Napier. She testified that she married 
(’a pf ain Napier in 1899. and had never 
been m arried previously 
The 
m arriage 
registers of Malta 
were produced, showing that no one 
by the nam e of Sevtm'ur bad I teen 
married there between I HNR and 1903 
This c-losed the ease for the present 
Hon Mylius did not cross-examine any 
of the witnesses 
The prosecution was conducted by 
Sir Rufus Isaacs, the attorney gen 
eral. assisted by Sir John A 
Simon, 
solicitor general, and A ttorneys Roy 
latt and Muir. 
Mylius had no counsel 
He sought 
to have the king subp«*enaed as a wit­ 
ness. but this was refused on const! 
tutional grounds. He then demanded 
the king's presence In the court room, 
asserting that he could not be legally 
tried in the absence of his accuser 
Lord Chier Justice Mverstone ruled 
against the defendant, declaring that 
the defendant knew perfectly well that 
under the 
constitution bis 
majesty 
could not lie present

FIGHTING BEE DISEASES. 


Work of Department of Agriculture In 
Keeping Down Poet*. 
The honeybee annually produces a 
crop of honey worth at least $20,000,- 
000, and thlre are vast opportunities 
for Increasing this output 
The most 
serious handicap to beekeeping In the 
United States Is the fact that there 
are contagious diseases which attack 
the brood of the honeybee. 
There 
are now recognized two such diseases, 
known as American foul brood and 
European foul brood. 
From data re 
cently obtained by the United States 
department of agriculture it is known 
that American foul brood exists in 282 
counties In thirty-seven states and Eu­ 
ropean foul brood in IOO counties Iii 
twenty-four states, and it is estimated 
conservatively that these diseases are 
causing a loss to the beekeepers of 
the United States of at least $ LOUGH NI 
annually. 
This estimate Is based on 
the probable value of the colonies 
which die and the approximate loss of 
crop due to the weakened condition of 
diseased colonies. The distribution of 
these diseases is by no means fully 
known, 
and 
they 
are 
constantly 
spreading. 
The cause of American foul brood 
has been found by the department lo 
be a specific bacterium, and enough 
Is known of the cause and nature of 
European foul brood, which is also a 
bacterial disease, to make It possible 
to Issue reliable recommendations con 
cerning treatment for both diseases 
Both attack the developing brood, and

aa the adult bees die from old age or 
other causes the colony becomes de 
pieted since there are not enough 
young bees emerging to keep up the 
numbers. 
When the colony becomes 
weak I***« from other colonies enter 
to rob the bouey, and the Infection is 
spread. 
Both of these diseases can tie con 
trolled with comparative ease by the 
progressive t*eekee|*er. but the chief 
difficulty encountered in combating 
these diseases Is the fact that the ma 
Jority of beekeefters are unaware that 
any such diseases exist. They therefor* 
oft eo attribute their losses to of bet 
sources and nothing Is done to prevent 
the spread of the infection. It is there 
fore necessary in most c h sc* to |*olnt 
oat the existence and nature of I lie dis 
eases as well as to spread information 
concerning the l*»*t methods of treat 
ment. Several states have passed law* 
providing for the Inspection of apiaries 
for disease, aud the l*eek<*ef**r* In 
other states are asking for the same 
protection, so that careless or ignorant 
beekeejter* eau is* prevented from en 
dangerlng their neighbor's I#**** 
Thlo 
Inspection is a IsMicfH Iii the sprend of 
information concerning disease in a. 
far as the lns|>ectloti can cover the ter 
ritory.

"I should say so. 
lf ever there was 
a man who had everything to live for 
Mathews had 
And to be Judicially 
executed without ever having wronged 
any one in his life was simply awful. 
You have no Idea how having a life 
on your hands wears on a man. and 
this ca**1 nearly drove me insane. 
“Rut I braced myself for a gigantic 
effort. After conferring with Mathews 
I decided to cable the solicitors In 
England, giving them the situation 
and asking how much funds they 
could cable me within a few day a 
They placed £20,000 to my credit, and 
with this sum I went to work. There 
was uo use In tryiug to secure delay 
or a new trial. 
What I must do waa 
to Interest the sheriff. 
I had a long 
secret conference with him, bot could 
not move bim to act for money, 
though I so far secured his judgment 
that he must do an official wrong In 
hanging Mathews that he consented to 
wink st any game I might practice, 
provided it could be kept secret 
“I got a friend of mine who was a 
professor in a medical college to ap­ 
ply for the body of Mathews as soon 
as be was dead 
This enabled me to 
gain 
possession of the condemned 
man the moment the hanging was 
over. 
Then I “fixed" every official 
who was to be present at the banging. 
Mathews put In a request that there 
should be no *|>ectators present 
I 
could not even he present myself. 
Rut there was not one of the officials 
to whom I i>ald lees than $10,000, and 
the hangman get $25,000. 
My friend 
the doctor was the only one present 
who got nothing. 
He bad a coffin 
ready for the corpse se eoon aa it waa 
taken (rom th** gallows and a hearse 
to carry It to th** hospital 
“Well, that night I went to the hos­ 
pital and found Mathews locked In the 
do* tor’* room “ 
“But how was the hanging man­ 
aged?" 
“I don’t know; I never asked. There 
were half a dozen men paid by the 
state to see that Mathews was banged, 
and I paid every cue of them—in all 
$100,000- to go through the process 
without hanging him All I know* Is that 
I paid tile money aud found Mathews 
alive In tile doctor'* room.

had a steerage ticket for him lo an

“He must have been very grateful 
to you.” 
“Grateful! 
I should eay so. Before 
(tarting with me he made me promise 
thMt I would come over aa sooo as 
ris ib le and see bim. 
I couldn’t go 
for a year. aud then I found him in 
(HiMieftslotj of £50.000 a year Income 
and married to the woman he loved 
Ile met me on the steamer, and the 
first thing he did was to Impress It 
u|Kin me that neither his mother nor 
his wife nor any oue living except his 
solicitors knew that be waa Judicially 
dead In America 
fie had often tried 
to bring himself to unburden his se 
eret to his wife. but bad always failed 
“Mathews entertained me royally 
and begged me to suggest some way 
for him to pay the debt he owed me. 
even lf it required every cent of his 
fortune. 
I assured him that I took 
more comfort In his case than In all 
the case* I had ever won. though I had 
lost it.

I left him to return. 
He could hardly
